Library is Heart of SSC 
Says Librarian Morrison

“This is one library that I truly 
teel is the heart of the campus,” 
said Dr. Perry Morrison as he as- 
sumed his duties as S.S.C. librar- 
ian recently, and he is a man who 
should know 

Dr. Morrison, hailing from the 
University of Oregon after 14 
years as professor of library sci- 
ence; is a past president of the 
Oregon Library Association, and 
served as an officer of the Pa- 
cific Northwest Library Associa- 
tion. 

He received his doctorate of li- 
brary science from the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley in 
1961, and his doctoral dissertation 
is a study of the Social Origins, 
Educational Attainments, Voca- 
tional Experience, and Personality 
Characteristics of a group of 
American Librarians. 


KEEN INSIGHT 


A man of perception and keen 
insight, Dr. Morrison sees a great 


future ahead for S.S.C., it’s li- 


brary and curriculum. 

He does feel concern for the 
modern day deterioration in stu- 
dent responsibility; in referral to 
the closed, or open stack book ar- 
rangement in college libraries 

This failing sense of duty re- 
sults in loss of freedom for the 
student. and fewer new books, as 
money that should go for new 
books is used to replace lost or 
stolen ones. 

Dr. Morrison declared that he 
sees signs that this recent trend 
may be reversing itself, and that 
a renaissance in a sense of re- 
sponsibility among students in the 
use of library materials may be at 
hand. 

He noted that this is to be the 
principal topic at the forthcoming 
annual conference of the Ameri- 


can Library Association in Chi- 


cago 
SLANG DICTIONARY 


When asked to comment on the 
controversial Dictionary of Amer- 
ican Slang, he feels that it has 
its uses in the academic institu- 
tion, and that it will not be elim- 
inated from S.S.C.’s library. 

While serving as an officer in 
the army during World War I, 
Dr. Morrison met and married the 
former Miss Catherine Gushwa of 
South Bend, Indiana, an officer 
and nurse in the U.S. army who 
served during World War II in 
the Philippines. 

Both Dr. and Mrs. Morrison are 
photography enthusiasts; have a 
love for outdoor life, especially fly 
fishing on a good trout stream, 
and share a keen intrest in natur- 
al history.

In an effort to meet and talk 
with the Mexican populace, the 
class has engaged enthusiastically 
in these trips. We have visited, 
so far, a glass factory, the Pyra- 
mids and a vast market place. 

At the factory, the entire pro- 
cess of glass blowing was shown 
the class and indeed it is an art. 

The market place, Mircado de 
la Merced, far exceeds in size any 
American department store. Ven- 
dors sit before their small, neat 
piles of fruits, vegetables or hard 
goods, very contentedly; some- 
times with eyes closed and some- 
times softly calling out the ex- 
cellence of their wares. 

Adjoining the Mircado were 
stalls containing colorful flowers 
which seemed in direct contrast 
to the rather shabbily dressed but 
very happy people who were busy 
sweeping and washing the area 
around their booths. 

Under the main floor of the 
Mircado are small stalls where 


household goods may be purchas- 
ed.

Formality 
means respect. Respect for wis- 
dom, age, gentility, citizenship, 
womanhood, and social virtues. 
All are important, and can best 
be taught and understood in a 
formal situation. 

The family is the important 
unit. It should be closely knit 
with understanding between its 
members. The conduct of one 
member is the conduct of that 
family unit. 


GREAT POWER 


America is a great power be- 
cause of its natural resources and 
the stamina of the people. The 
American man is very well equip- 
ped physically for productivity.
